| Another Pest-ship Arrives 


at New York. 


Death of the Sixth Victim of the 
Plague in the Métropolis. 


Mayor Grant’s Proclamation Urging 
People Not to Be Alarmed. ~ 


Supposed Cases in New Haven—The Dis- 
ease Raging in Various Parts of 
Mexico—More Quarantine 
Measures Taken. 


8y Telegraph to The Times. 

New York, Sept. 16.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| “The Herald says: ‘‘An- 
other plague-ship is in port with an- 
other story of disease and death on the 
voyage. Eleven more victims are added 
to the long list of those who have died 
of cholera between Hamburg and New 
York. This isthe story of the steam- 
ship Bohemia, which reached New York 
last night and anchored in lower quar- 
antine. A Herald tug, which has been 
waiting for her inside the Hook, drew 
up alongside as she steamed in and 
Capt. Schroder came to the rail to tell 
about the voyage. Headmitted the es- 
sential facts of misfortunes that had 
-befallen the company. ‘We had eleven 
deaths on board,’ said the Captain, ‘all 
little children. There is no sickness on 
board at present.’ 

**Was it cholera?’ 

‘“‘Tean'’t tell. The last death was 
five days ago; nobody has been ill on 
board since then.’ 

‘**How long after you left port did 
the first death occur?’ 

‘**About the fourth day. No adult’ 
passengers died or have been sick.’ ”’ 


IN NEW YORK CITY. 


Another Death from Cholera—More Sas- 
picious Cases—Mayor'’s Proclamation, 
New York, Sept. 15.—[By the Asso- 

ciated Press.| This morning opened 
bright and frosty, and New York is thus 
enjoying justthe kind of weather to 
prevent the spread of cholera. The 
few cases which have appeared here 
and which were concealed by the Board 
of Health, ,have in no way alarmed the 
authorities or citizens. People here 
have become educated up to the point 
of having little or no fear of the for- 
merly much dreaded disease. Immi- 
grant passengers of the steamer Fries- 
land, which arrived here August 
29, seem to have brought the 
disease to little Minnie Levinger 
who died September 11. They are 
traced back to Antwerp, which they 
reached from other cities of Europe 
doubtless infected with cholera. When 
they reached quarantine there was no 
illness reported aboard, and after a few 
hour’s attention and so-called fumiga- 
tion they. were allowed to proceed. 
From the steamship pier the passen- 
gers scattered over the city and coun- 
try. Four young women went to the 
house where little Minnie Jived. The 
infection was probably in their cloth- 
ing as they escaped the attack them- 
selves. 

It is authoritatively stated that nine 
steamships carrying 5000 immigrants 
are en route to this country. Among 
the steamers now en route with steer- 
age passengers are the Inman line 
steamer Indiana, from Liverpool Sep- 
tember 10, with 600 in the steerage; 
Anchor line steamer Ethiopia, from 
Glasgow, September 1, with 189 in the 
steerage; Hamburg-American line 
steamer Bohemia, from Hamburg 
August 31, with 682 in the steerage; 
steamer Polaria, from Stettin Septem- 
wer 1, with 148 in the steerage; North 
German line steamer Herman, from 
Bremen September 6, with 300 in the, 
steerage; Fabre line steamer Massilla, 
from Naples September 12, with 400 in 
the steerage. 

ANOTHER FATAL CASE. 

Mary Connerly, a nineteen-year-old 
girl who came from Ireland six months 
ago, was found today in a tenement at 
No. 692 Second avenue, suffering from 
what was announced as genuine cholera. 
It is not known how she got the plague. 
Orders were issued to have the girl re- 
moved at once to the reception hospital 
at the foot of East Sixteenth sireet. No. 
692 Second avenue is a tenement in 
which eight families live. The house 
was thoroughly disinfected today and 
the bedding on which the sick girl had: 
lain was taken away and burned. All 
her clothing also was burned. Em- 
ployés of the health department visited 
Mrs. Finn's boarding-house, where the 
girl recentivy washed, and took away the 
bed in which she had slept there and 
whatever clothing she had. Every- 
thing was burned to destoy the infec- 
tion. The boarding-house was also 
disinfected. Mrs. Finn’s boarders, 
eight in number, «are professional 
people. _They are badly scared. A 
physician was detailed to watch the 
house from which the girl was removed. 
A large crowd gathered and it took sev- 
eral policemen to keep the crowd back. 
It is believed that the girl will die. The 
physicians have possession of some of 
the girl’s vomis for bacteriological ex- 
amination. This is the first case of 
cholera reported in the city in which 
the patient is alive. 

MAYOR GRANT'S PROCLAMATION. 

New York, Sept. 15.—After a con- 
ference this afternoon with President 
Wilson, of the Health Department, and 
President Porter, of the Department 
of Charities and Corrections, on the 
outbreak of cholera in the city; Mayur 
Grant gave out a proclamation to the 
public, reciting the appearance of 
cholera in the city’and the means taken 
to combat it. The Mayor calls for con- 
fidence in the provisions taken, and 
says that excessive fear on the part of 
the public is not justified. The Beaete- 
mation savs: 

Cholera is neither infectious nor con- 
tagious within the common meanihg of the 
word, nor is it, in the language of.an em- 


inent as dangerous as diph- 


therta. The public will be intelligently ad- 
vised a@ tothe procress of the disease. 

Rest assured that all will be done by the 
authorities to meet every emergency, and 
with the confidence of the public and aid in 
inforcing S@fitary regulations cholera will 
be master@f, health restored and peace, 
good order and happiness maintained. 

VIGOROUS SANITARY MEASURES. 


Sanitary Superintendent Edson had a 
conference with Police Superintendent 
B yrnes, and over 200,000 cholera cir- 
culars ar@ being distributed through 
the city. .They ‘are printed in En- 
glish, German, Hebrew, Italian and Bo- 
hemian; . The work of fitting up a float- 
ing hospital at the foot of Sixteenth 
street for the reception of choleca pa- 
tients is being hurried along. Among 
the nurses-offering are many young 
women of refinement and education. 
The attire of several indicated a life of 
ease and Wealth. There have been 
many male @pplicants also. 

J, Pierrepont Morgan, treasurer of 
the Cham of Commerce quarantine 
emergency fnnd, acknowledges the re- 
ceipt of am @dditional $72,335 in sub- 
scriptions since noon yesterday; pfe- 
viousty acktowledced, $58,300; grand 
total to date, $180,655.

A DEATH IN. BROOKLYN, 

The first case of death from suspected 
cholera occurred in Br&klyn today. 
Josephine Malecka, 21 years old, of Ne. 
526 State street, was taken ill yester- 
day. At night she passed intoa state 
of collapse; today she vomited, and 
when a. physician was called, she was 
dead. The girl had eaten heartily of 
green corn and tomatoes and the case 
was put down to cholera morbus. A 
bacteriological examination is now 
being piade. The girl arrived from Po- 
land in January.

It is claimedthat the death of the 
child, Minnie Levinger, at No. 411 
East Forty-sixth street, Jast Sunday, 
was directly traceable to four immi- 
grant girls who came from Antwerp on 
the Friesland.

New Havew (Ct.,) Sept. 15.—|By the 
Associated Press.]|; About 7 o'clock 
this morning an Italian was found 
writhing in terrible agony in a field on 
the outskirts of thecitv. The police 
were quickly notified, and when the am- 
bulapce arrived, the Italian, evidently 
a laborer, was exhibiting a}l the symp- 
toms of cholera. He was removed toa 
hospital and isolated. The man’s name. 
is Roomero Ronni. This afternoon his 
brother, Natalue Ronni, who lived with 
him, was Stricken with the same symp- 
toms. He was also taken to the hospi- 
tal and isolated. The health officer and- 
hospital authorities maintalyed rigid 
silence as to the cases. 

.At the hospital tonight, however, it 
was stated that the men were not suf- 
fering from cholera. The hospital au- 
thorities seem to be inclined to reti- 
cence, but it is thought the Italians suf- 
fer froma combination of acute mania 
and colic. 


TO CHECK THE SCOURGE. 


Western and southern Cities Taking Rigid 
Quarantine Measures. 

Caicaco, Sept. 15.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Secretary Riley, of the 
State Board of Health, had a lengthy 
conference with the city health com- 
missioner today. Plans have been 
made ‘to meet any emergency, and 
eve possible is being done-to 
ward off an epidemic of cholera. The 
authorities are proceeding on the theory 
that cholera willin all probability reach 
Chicago.

At that hour President Clarkson de- 
livered his address. It was largely de- 
voted to the organization and progress 
of the league and its work as a new el- 
ement in politics. In the course of his 
remarks he said: 

A rising question of the times, one on 
which the next national campaign ts surely 
to be fought, is the labor question. By that 
time the McKinley bill will have fully dem- 
onstrated the wiglom of the American pol- 
icy and will bave gained the approval of a 
majority of American voters as the perma- 
nent policy of the Republic. Next Novem- 
-ber the workingmen and farmers and busi- 
ness men and aol elements wil! join in strik- 
ing down the declaration of the Democratic 
platform of 1892 in favor of free trade as 
the Améfican rule and free trade wages for 
American workingmen. The same good el- 
ements. 1am sure, will also strike down 
with equal emphasis of disapproval the 
Democratic deciaration in favor of de- 
stroying our present system of currency 
and finance for a return to the wretched 
and disastrous form of State banks and 
ansound currency. 

Music Hal! was filled in the evening, 
when Mr. Clarkson introduced the first 
speaker, Hon. J. P. Dolliver of lowa.

Army of the Cumberland’s 
Reunion. 


A Superb Oration Delivered by Gen. 
H. V. Boynton, 


The Battles of Missionary Ridge and 
Lookout Mountain, — 


Eloquent Tributes to Gens. Thomas, Bu- 
ell and Rosecrans and the Gallant 
Men Whom They Led to . 
Victory.

before the Society of the Army of the 
Cumberland and a large gathering of 
citizens tonight. He spoke as follows: 

We gray-beards of the Army of the Cum- 
berland have met again on ground made 
familiar to us, both by the horrors and 
glories of war, to find that the, Nation has 
risen toa due appreciation of its history 
and significance, and, with the ‘consent of 
the States inwhich the flelds of Chicka- 
magau and Chatanooga lie, has raised its 
fiag of eminent domain over them, as spots 
preéminently deserving national care and 
preservation 

A generation has passed since we stood 
here, shoulder to shoulder, doing battle for 
that Union and nationality which: have 
come and come to stay forever. It is dim. 
cult to recognize the boys of ‘61 in the sil- 
ver hairs and the changed forms and 
features which the afternoon of life for all 
of us, and its very evening for many, have 
stamped upon these survivors of 1892; 
but, in spite of these, our hearts and hands 
aml greetings are still those of the very hey- 
day of youth—are as strong, as earnest and 
as true as when we were the boys in blue of 
thirty years 4go. Aged men of the Army 
of the Cumberland—heroes of the Army of 
the Cumberland—I salute you, one and all. 

The Military Committees of both Houses 
of Congress, by unanimous vote and formal 
report, have declared that upon this ground 
‘occurred some of the most remarkable 
tactical movements and the deadliest fight- 
ing of the war of the Rebellion’’; and Con- 
gress itself, with the same unanimity, has 
inthe actestablishing the National Mili- 
tary Park, declared these to be ficlds of 
“some of the most remarkable maneuvers 
and most brilliant fighting in the war of 
the Rebellion.’’ Thus passthe clouds of 
misrepresentation an misinformation 
from Chickamauga, us the nation proclaims 
itto have presented the best illustration ot 
American fighting. 

What has happenedin regard to Chicka. 
mauga is true ofthe whole history of the 
Army of the Cumberland. You have often 
seen Lookout veiled with clouds, which, un- 
der the. quickening breeze, even as you 
looked, were swept from its face, revealing 
the strength and b@auty and enduring 
foundations of that mountain monarch. 
So truth has blown strongly over the his- 
tory of the Army of the Cumberland, and 
the grand proportions of its record begin 
to stand out before all men like a mountain 
range above the fields ofour military his. 
tory; and soon, if we doour full duty, in 
clear air it will abide in its strength inthe 
sight of all the people, a crowned monarch 
on an everlasting throne. 

Throughlong years of controversy the 
Army of the Cumberland is coming to its 
own. It is doubtful whether in milit&ry 
history there can be found another army 
with itsnotably great and suecessful rec- 
org which contemporary writers of mili- 
tary history—I should rather sav of mili- 
tary fiction—haVe so persistently misrepre- 
sented. Itis not necessary to inquire into 
their motives or to asperse them. The fact 
remains that the Army of the Cumberland, 
after winning its viciories in the field, has 
had to fight ever since to save the true rec- 
ord of them for history. Andit is only of 
recent years, when the ‘full official record 
has become accessible, and as che further 
result of many prolonged and bitter con- 
trovecsies, that the myths of this distorted 
history are taking up their march into ob- 
livion. 

The same is true of its leading command- 
ers—Buell, Rosecrans and Thomas. I am 
sure that in the minds of Army of the 
Cumberland men Gen. Buell now stands the 
accredited organizer of that mighty weapon 
with which his successors smote. Those 
who came after him strengthened it. and 
bettered it, but the first shaping and forg- 
ing were his. His troubles were insepa- 
rable from the early political period of the 
war. If there had been no political eclipse 
of the army about Washington, there 
would have been no corresponding penum- 
bra visible at the West. And this shadow 
at the West was all suspicions. 

The suggestion of the Cumberland-River 
campaign; the unsought, or at least unac- 
knowledged assistance,which saved Donel- 
son, and the glory of Shiloh are his. 

For the rest, what Gen. Thomas saw 
when he twice protested against supersed- 
ing Gen. Buell, upon the ground of its in- 
justice, is now clear to us all. Gen. Buell’s 
name and fame are steadily growing 
brighter as the years cast the light of the 
record over his way. 

And what, in the presence of our hon- 
corel and beloved president, Gen. Rose- 
crans, shall I say of the light which the 
recora has thrown over his pathway, to the 
confusion of many writers, both of high 
and of.low degree? What need be said fur- 
ther than to name Rich Mountain, Carnifax 
Ferry, fuka, Corinth and Stone River, the 
unparalleled strategy of the Tullahoma 


and Chickamauga campaigns, and the 
final capture of this mountain strong- 
hold of Chattanooga? As, the 


case of Gen. Buell, we now know that Gen. 
Thomas vehemently protested against the 
proposition to remove Gen. Rosecrans, even 
going so far asto privatelv threaten to re- 
signif it were finally’ ordered, a decision 
from which he was with difficulty per. 
suaded. When Gen. Garfield started for 
Washington, a few days before his removal, 
Gen. Thomas in parting with him said: 
“Garfield, you know the whole of this mat- 
ter and the wrong that is being dene Rose. 
crans. Makeit your first business to set 
him right with.-those people in Washing- 
ton.’ Mortyfying to relate, this commis- 
sion was not executed, and, as the direct re- 
sult, the clouds seftied ihick and chill 
about him, andthe man whowill. without 
doubt, stand preémipent as the most brill- 
iant strategist of the war, and who, by his 
lastcampaign and the capture of Chatta- 
nooga, had as effectually divided the Con- 
federacy a3 had Grant and Porter by open- 
ing the Mississippi. was obliged to sit down 
in shadow and wait on the slow methods of 
history for his vindication. But, in the 
evening Of his life, with his faculties to,en- 
joy it unabated, it has come, and it will 
abide for him ferever. 

Next We cometo a name that excites uni- 
versal acclaim, from ‘cvery fair-minded 
student or writer of our military history 
wherever its wide ane still spreading fame 
has reached. George H. Thomas is rapidly 
coming to hisown. His stature in history 
is rounding opt to the fuli dimensions 
which we know to have been his. Of him, 
and_of him alone, among all our great and 
honored captains, can it be tr. tnfully said 
that he never lost 2 movement or a battle. 
Mill Springs was the first Union victory of | 
the three years’ campaign, and it + as com- 
plete. We know how the center held and 
what it did at Stone River. The world 
knows the significance of his title, ‘The 
Rock of Chicamauga."’ Every successful 
feature of the three days’ battles about 
Chattanooga was his, an¢@ not another's. 
Every modification of the plan of banrtle 
was his, and every portion of the plan 
which succeeded was wodified. Had his 


advice, based: en reconnoisancc 
been followed of making a - feint 
vefore the gorges at Rocky Face, 
anu sending the army rapidly 


through undefended Snake Creek Gap, the 
decisive battle of the Ailanta campaign 
would have been foughtinthe vicinity of 
Resaca. He protested against Kenesaw, 
and his hands were clear of the blood of 
that needless and so wicked slaughter. He 
was turned back from Atlanta with the 
small but valiant Fourth and Twenty-third 
corps, and the remnan‘s which were cast 


off when a selected army was organized for 
a picnic to the sea, to do battle with these 
remnants and others which he might gather 
against the whole force which had con- 
fronted the three Union atmiecs 
from DaltontoAtlanta, Never was greater 
though unintentional tribute paid -to his 
ability: The commanders whom he was 
saving from the sneers of mankind railed 
athim from Washington and Savannab, 
but with an imperturbability without par- 
allel under the circumstances, at the ri 
of removal. in the face of removal, and, as 
we know now, after the order for removal, 
he prepared the blow which, when it fetl at 
Nashville, utterly destroyed the opposing 
army and saved the march to the sea from 
everlasting ridicdle. And here it is perti- 
nent to remark that this was the only great 
Contederate army destroyed in battle, be- 
fore the final surrender, by any Union 
commander. 

Gen. Boynton then reviewed at great 
length the achievements of the Army 
of the Cumberland. He claimed for 
Buell the credit of saving Grant from 
the disgrace of surprise at Shiloh; for 
Rosecrans the victory of Chickamauga, 
and for Thomas the success at Mission- 
ary Ridge. He reviewed Grant’s and 
Sherman’s memoirs wherein he said 
misrepresentations ‘concerning the 
Army of the Cumberland were given 
currency. Aftera graphic description 
of the battles of Lookout Mountain and 
Missionary Ridge Gen. Boynton closed 
as follows: 


Comrades: There isin these gloriously 
gilded memoirs a joy and a reward that 
nothing else in life can bring to us or re- 
place. Itisapast over which there has 
been and shaH be an enduring sunset 
whose soft and entrancing coloring caa 
never grow dim or disappear. And at the 
same time, doubling this joy and this re- 
ward, while the past thus glows inour 
memories there is the sheen and the 
beauty of a morning such as has never be- 
fore held out its bright promise to any 
nation, 

For one, I believe that the vast majority 
of those who fought against us, would, if 
foreign foes attacked, spring as readily as 
any of ustothe defense of our common 
flag. A quarter of acentury has brought 
this about—a period which is but a day in 
the life of a nation. He would indeed be 
impatient who looked for more speedy 
progress. 

While we glory in the deeds of every, 
Union army and twine laurel for the brows 
of all our great commanders, we glony 
most because our lot was cast with taat 
army which was organized and baptized in 
battle by Gen. Buell; which reached its 
fighting manhood under*Gen. Rosecrans; 
and which under George -H. Thomas stood 
immovable at the,Kelley Farm and on 
Snodgrass Hill, stormed the Heights of 
Lookout Mountain and Missionary Ridge, 
anl crushed Hood at Nashville. We now 
write his name above all names, and when 
history shall have rendered its final verdict 
upon the soldiers of the Union, we believe 
that Thomas will surely lead all the rest 
on the list of great soldiers and successful 
generals.

G. K. Porter, an action to recover $10,- 
000 damages, alleged to have been sus- 
tained by reason of the malicious pros* 
ecution of plaintiff by defendant, in Oc-* 
tober last, was commenced before Judge 
Wade and a jury in Department Three 
yesterday afternoon, W. 1. Foley, Esq., 
appearing for the plaintiff and Messrs. 
Graves, O’Melveny & Shankland and S. 
M. White representing the defendant. 

The jurors selectedto try the case

Although there appeared to be 
in the minds of de- 
fendant’s counsel as to whether the 
plaintiff. sought to recover damages 
for false imprisonment or malicious 
prosecution, it was gathered from the 
pleadings that on October 13 last 
plaintiff, a laboriug man, was arrested 
upon a warrant issued by Justice F. B. 
Reed of San Fernando, at the instance 
of defendant, charging him with having 
threatened to take possession of certain 
lands belonging to the Porter Land and 
Water Company in the San FernandoVal- 
ley. The plaintiff alleges that he was 
imprisoned for seventeen hours without 
cause, thereby occasioning him mental 
auguish and physical discomfort, and 
further claims to have lost ten days’ 
work by being compelled to attend 
court on various days, the case not com- 
ing to trial until December 11 last, 
when he was acquitted.

The thief, as he runs away, often

baking powder contains ammonia or it 
Happily, official investiga- 
tions are at hand. They agree in show- 
ing that it does. 

The United States official report, bul- 
letin No. 13, division of chemistry, 
page 599, states explicitly that the 
baking powder in question contaius 
ammonia. 

The second annual report of the Ohio 
Food Commission, page 9, confirms the 
presence of ammonia. 

The report of the New Jersey Dairy 
Commission, page 87, states that it 
yields ‘ammonia reactions.”’ 

The Canadian government report, 
bulletin No. 10, page 16, puts this 
“absolutely pure’’ baking powder in the 
third class, i.e., powders containing, 
carbonate of ammonia, and not in the 
first class at all. 

Chemists, State boards of health, 
State assayers, confirm the fact. It

Throop. The meeting was held at Will- 
lams's Hall, at the the call of the Board of 
Trade, for the especial purpose of express- 
{ng in a public manner the appreciation of 
the community of Father Throop’s philan- 
thropy and generous public spirit in estab- 
Ushing his university and manual training 
schvuol here. 

It was one of the best meetings ever held 
in Pasadena. The hall wascrowded. Even 
standing room Was at a premium, and 
those present,’ moreover, were of the 
strictly representative class. Many ladies 

aced the occasion avith their presence. 

e Pasadena band generously tendered its 
services and rendered some excellent music 
prior to and during the proceedings, which 
aroused much enthusiasm. In fact, en- 
thusiasm wasinthe air. Men, women and 
children, the cducated and the uneducated, 
the rich and the poor, all seemed alike im- 

essed with the idea that Father Throop 

as established here a splendid institution, 
*which will prove of undreamed-of benefit 
notonly to those who will be fortunate 
enough to enjoy its advantages, but to the 
community at large. 

W. U. Masters, president of the Board of 
Trade, presided. Bestde him were seated 
on the platform, Hon. A. G. Throop, Presi- 
dentsc. H. Keyes and Vice-President M. M. 
Parker of Throop University; Rev. Dr. E. 
L. Conger, Rev. J. W. Phelps, Prof. T. S. C. 
Lowe, J. W. Scoville and Hon. P. M. Green. 

After a selection by the band Mr. Masters 
stated the object of the meeting to be the 
paying of a deserved tribute to a dear old 
man. The speaker predicted that those 
who were to follow him would speak of the 
merits of the work founded by this vener- 
able man. He wished to call attention to 
one ortwo points which he feared they 
might overlook: In his early youth he had 
been the victim of a young ladies’ social 
cooking club. He was glad to state that at 
the polytechnic school practical cooking 
will be taught, which would insure sound 
stomachs and good tempers to the coming 
generation. . Arts and the applied sciences 
are alsoto receive their due share of at- 
tention and the probable young men at- 
tendants were congratulated on being able 
to acquire the artof keeping still and saw- 
ing wood. 

President C. H. Keyes, formerly superin- 
tendent of the Riverside schools, was then 
-Imtroduced. Mr. Keves spoke at considera- 

ble length, and it is tfulif a finer ad- 
dress has ever been h@ard in Pasadena. It 
seemed to be wholly impromptu, and the 
speaker without effort immediately gained 
the close attention of all present and held 
it to the end of his remarks, when the ap- 
menage was deafening and long prolonged. 

he speech was a magnificent setting forth 
of the scheme of industrial education. It 
elicited frequent bursts of applause and 
proved as instructive as it was interesting. 

Father ‘Phroop was referred to as a phi- 
lanthropist woo believes the oaly true use of 
luvuey to be to increase the sum total of 
human .happiness, whith end can best be 
attained through the medium of education. 
The manual training schoobavill be made 
the feature of the university, and it will be 
second to none in the country. 
The idea will be to study things 
relative to practical . life—‘things”’ 
rather than books. In other words, books 
will simply be used as mediums to explain 
*things.’’ Special attention will be de- 
voted to three special lines of study—En. 
glish language, science and mathematics. 
The polytéchnic school will be devoted to 
instruction in woodwork and carving, iron- 
work, pattern work, machinery, and (in 
the girls’ department) cooking and sewing. 
_It will fit the graduate to enter upon any of 

ninety-five qr, more callings or professions. 
Before concluding, Mr. Keyes called atten- 
tion to the effect the school will have on 
the commercial life of the.town. During 
the past six months $25,000 has been ex- 
nded in the construction of the new build- 
ng. A faculty has been assembled here 
from other places, which will spend at 
least $12,000 a year, and the students 
from outside towns alone will dispose of 
from $20,000 to $30,000 a year among the 
local merchants.

To Dispute the Legality of a Light- 
ing Contract.

SAN BERNARDINO. 

At the time the City Trustees let the con- 
tract for lighting the city for the next five 
years to two menin this city, there was 
much comment among the business men. 
This was not because there was any partic- 
ular desire to have the service of the pres- 
ent company continued, for it has not been 
altogether satisfactory, but for various 
other reasons. Among these was the fact 
that the bids were asked for and contracts 
let upon extremely short notice—a sort of 
Another reason 
was thatthe bid of these men was not the 
lowest one. Another reason was that the 
new company had no electric plant in 
course of construction, and it is a practical 
impossibility for it to get ready to 
furnish light by the Ist of Octo 
ber, the contract date. Still another 
was thatthe new company was to estab- 
lish its plant at Kehl’s Mills, the place 
where the company now lighting the city 
first putits plant, but from which it was 
compelled by the city to remove it, because 
while there it was not possible for good ser- 
vice to be rendered. 

But the old company and the other new 
company represented at the meeting at 
which the contract was let said that they 
would yet be heard from in the matter. 
The first word spoken in this direction ap- 

ared last evening in the filing with the 
Sounty Clerk awrit of certiorari by the 
San Bernardino Electric Light and Power 
Company. Inthis writ the claim is made 
that the contract was illegally let, setting 
forth in what particulars it is illegal, prin- 
cipalamong them being the awarding of 
the contract without advertising for bids. 
The writ also alleges that the present com- 
pany has expended large sums of money in 
establishing and equipping a plant such as 
will provide satisfactory service, expecting 
to have a fair show at securing a new con- 
tract for lighting the city at the expiration 
of the present one. The company has re. 
tained two of the best law firms in the 
city, and in ail probabilitv the city will 
have ahardtime to make its proceedings 
hold. The men receiving the new contract 
are C. R. Lioyd and Peter Kehl. The case 
comes up for hearing on Monday after- 
noon. 

EXAMINED FOR MURDER. 

Justice Marchant had a busy day yester- 
day hearing the preliminary examination 
of Carhart, Nihell and Langford for the 
murder of Marie Martinez, the young Mex- 
ican girl found dead in her rowm on 
Wednesday of last week. The crowd of 
spectators was so large that Justice Mar- 
chant adjourned tite court to Department 
One, Superior Court. Circumstantial evi- 
dence was very strong against the defend- 
ants, and in all probability they will be 
held to answer to the charge of murder. 
Defendants have secured good legal talent

The average pool prices, f, o. b., was $2.19 
for seedlings, the return being received 
within two or three days after delivery. 
For navelsan average ot $3.23 per box 
was received, and $3.37% for other budded 
varieties. These prices are regarded by 
the growers as very satisfactory.

BY SURPRISE. 


An Eye-witness’ Story of the Recent 
. Sontag-Evans Fight. 


The Sheeting of Wilson and McGinnis as 
Seen by Frank Burke, One of the 
vans Believed to Have 
een Woanded, 


— 


Frank Burke, who was one of the 
posse when the train-robbers Evans 
and Sontag murdered Vick Wilson and 
Andrew McGinnis at Sampeon Flats, 
last Tuesday, passed through this city 
yesterday morning with the remains of 
Wilson in charge. 

Mr. Burke is taking Wilson's body to 
his home in Tucson, Ariz. The two In- 
dian trailers from Yuma, who were also 
present when the fight took place. 
came as far as this city with Mr. Burke 
and will go home this morning. 

Burke is one of Sheriff Nugent's dep- 
uties at Yuma, and for years he has run 
with Indian trailers who are employed 
at the Yuma prison to hunt down es- 
capes. It was at his suggestion that 
the Indians were taken up to Visalia, 
and Burke went along to manage them. 

Burke was seen atthe Arcade depot 
bv.a brother officer, and while he 
blamed no one in particular he- is cer- 
tainly of the opinion that hadthe party 
been on their guard the fight would 
have ended in the killing of Sontag and 
Evans or their capture. 

The party had been on the robbers’ 
trail all morning and only lost ita short 
time before reaching Young's shanty. 
Burke and the Indians were trying to 
pick up the trailagain and were some 
distance from the path on which the 
rest of the posse were slowly wending 
their wav up the mountain side to 
Sampson's Flats. 

Wilson and McGinnis were in the 
lead and Will Smith was bringing up 
the rear. Smith was onlya few yards 
behind when the shanty was reached 
and Burke and the Indians were looking 
for the robbers’ tracks ona ridge near 
by. Burke saw Wilson and McGinnis 
dismount and start toward the shanty. 

The next moment several shots were 

fired in rapid succession, and both Wil. 
son and McGinnisfell. Wittie, Hill and 
Olsen were in plain view of Burke as 
they were standing with the horses in 
front of Young's shanty, but Smith was 
notin sight. As soon as Wilson and 
McGinnis fell the robbers fired several 
shots atthe men who held the horses 
and ran out of the back door and 
started for the timber. Sontag and 
Evans were accompanied by two other 
men. Burke was over one hundred 
yards away and the brush wasso thick 
that he could not get a good view of the 
robbers, but he picked Evans out and 
fired. At the second shot Evans 
dropped to his knees and let his gun 
fall. He was assisted to his feet by his 
companions and all disappeared in the 
timber. 
After the shooting was over Smith 
came up and explained his absence bv 
saying that his horse began to buck as 
soon as the first shot was fired and 
wheeling around he ran some distance 
down the trail before Smith could get 
control of him. He lost his gun and 
one of the Indians went back and 
found it. 

All of the men except Burke had their 

rifles in their cases, strapped to their 
saddles, and were not ready for a fight. 
Had Smith, Hill and Olsen been ina 
position to go to shooting as soon as 
Wilson and McGinnis fell the shanty 
could have been riddled with bullets, 
but the robbers did their work and were 
off before the uninjured members of the 
posge were ready for business. 
Mr. Burke was not prepared to say 
whether he would join the chase again, 
but the two Indians who accompanied 
him are fot anxious to return.
